The Rebel Massncre in Aew Orleans,
Fruneen detndls show the New Orleans massacre
to hwve been oven more atiocious thun tirse
aocounts indicated,  Nearly forty persons, It
in now eshimated, were either killed outright,
or #0 dangerously wounded as to render death
probable, Among These were several prominent
and wellkpown citizens,

Wore thiz an ordinary riot, while the loss of
Yife would be deplorable, it would posscss no
peculinr signiticance, But the startling leature
in this case ia that the riot wasa politioal one,
It was a fully premeditated, carefully planued,
thoroughly prepared Kebel unrising tor the pnr-
pose of murdering the leaders of the Union
cause In the State of Louisiann,  The fects leave
no manner of doubt of this. This New Orleans
mob was a8 thoroughly n Rebel mob ng was the
Balthmore mob that murdered our Union soldiers
in 1861. Tt was inspired by the same feelines
and intent on the <ame murderous ends,

The Constitutional Convention, which nssem-
bled on the day ot the riot, had become the cen
tral rallying point of the Unlon men of Louisi-
aon. It was origionlly elected in 1864, in the
midst of the war, and, of course, embraced only
those who were acting Untopists in the helght
of the Rebellion. Hence it wns peculiarly
obpoxious to the Rebels, It was o memento ot
true Unionism—mnot the bogus stufl that now
passes by that name in the South—and callod
buvk to thelr rankling hearts memories ol o
time when the flag of the Union commanded
the respect of Hebels and gave protection to
Umion men, even in New Orleany, The meeting
of this Convention wus the signal for this new
Rebel uprising. They were determined to break
up the Convention at all huzards, and vhose the
method of a iiot a5 otfering the best {acilities
for murdering obnoxious members, The misera.
ble wretch who disgraces the office ol Muyor in
New Orleans, and who, il he hod his desects,
would be looking through the prates of a prison,
was ceep i the plot.  Everything shows if,
Under pretense of arrest, members were drageed
trom the Convention building only to be seized
and toin to pleces by the howling mob out-
side, Ard toese Union men, who had been
trie to our canse in iie darkest hours, were leit
without protection, 16 be murdered lk= dogs!
All this time, there were sufficient United States
troops in New Orleang 10 have afforded ample
protection to these innocent men, who were heing
shot down for no other venson than thal they
had been f'thin! to the old flng, Who would
have thought, & yent ago last Avril, when the
whole Rebel Counfedersey lny prostrate at our

f eet, that in less thao eighteen months tho streets
of New Orleans would have run red with the
blood of Unlon men murdered by Rebels, and a
United States toree would stand idly by and he
bhold the damnine work going on’  And this js
the Southern “oyaliy” that is peated so much
about! Those are the men who “accept the re-
sules of the war” in goof faith! These are the
“brethren” we are asked to take to our heurts
and forgive and 1orget their pust delinquencies |
It would seem as though Providenes unuad
allowed these wrerches to make a full display of
their ferocions malignity, that the people of the
United States micht be aroused to the penls
which still confront them, and to the worse than
suicidal results of placing power in the hands o
men whose hearis are still bursting with cage
against the Unior and all who suppert it.

The Right o! Free Assemblage.

Tur most shullow and transparent apology
offered for the Rebel massacre of Union men in
New Orleans I8 that the Constitutions]l Conven:
tion had no right to assemble, Now it makes
not & particle of differerce whether that Con-
vertion were & va'ld one or not—whether it had
been regularly nssembled or not, or whether its
action as A Convention would be legal and bind-
ing or not: in either or any event, 1ts members
bad a perfect and undoubled right to assemble.
The most gacred of American rights is that of
the people to a:semble und consult together in
any capacity they plesse, They may call them-
selves n convention, or what not; their aotion
may take the form of resolutious, ordinances,
or apj thung else, and they wre still within the
pale of thelr Constitutional rights und privileges-
Not until they perpetrate some aof which in
tringes upon =oire one's rights do they hecome
amenable o the Taw,

The iden of putting the members of the Lonisi
aun Convention unuer ariest, and of indicting
them by the Rebel court i New Orlesus, is an
utterly preposterous one, and was & part of the
plan of the riot and mnssacre. It would be
quite ns reasonable tor one ol our Pluladelphis
courts to indict the members of the approach-
ing conventicn In this eiby, and o order their
arrest a8 soon no they sssemble,

Bul aslde fiom all thie, the Convention was
valldly éaltea togerier, 1t had adjonrned sub-
ject to onll, The Governor of the Sgate had
recogmzed the cull, and had ordered elections to
fill vaoruoies. The question of how long u Con-
vontlon muy perpetuate s exisience is o dis-
puted one, but shere ave recent precedents whioh
fulty fustify this action of the Louisiana Cog-
vention, The Missouri Btate Convention, which
was elected in 1861 und deposed Governor CLars
JaogsoN and his secesh crew of Siate officers,
perpetusted its existence, meeting from time to
time, until 1864,
